Born in the North of France, Dominic C developed a consuming pas¬ 
sion for photography at the early age of 17. After obtaining a Bachelor 
of Science degree, he worked as a trainee in different studios located 
in the Lille region, Then, freshly graduated from one of the most reputed 
schools in Brussels, where he’d acquired a solid education, Dominic took 
the opportunity to quench his thirst for photographic adventures. 

In his debut photo-reportage in 1992, Dominic C immortalized the an¬ 
cestral rituals of Papua, impressing the famous international press agency 
Gamma, who published these images throughout the world. Leaving his 
brilliant career in Europe, Dominic pursued his passion for this fascinat¬ 
ing Indonesian archipelago and worked on a number of projects that took 
him to some of South-East Asia’s most remote islands. 

In 2005, Dominic began work on a series of photographic projects that 
set out to capture the unique beauty and sensuality of the women of 
Southeast Asia. This work in progress shows how he virtually captures 
the instant when the models forget they are posing for a photographer 
and their true self appears. He is looking for the essence of their feminin¬ 
ity. Dominic portrays this moment of truth, unique in each of his models, 
by a gesture, an expression, an emotion. Through these gestures, he 
captures the very instant when intense beauty reveals itself. 

In 2010, Dominic became friend with Peter Godwin, musician and song¬ 
writer. They decided that the first music video of Peter’s band, Nuevo, 
would be produced and directed by Dominic. Made in Java in 2010, the 
film reflects the sensuality and playfulness of the song, through Dominic’s 
meditation on beauty and chocolate. 

In 2012, Dominic met Jonathan Politur, a young Parisian TV producer. 
Attracted by the fineness and the sensuality of Dominic’s photos, he ac¬ 
cepted to co-produce a series of sensual programs. 

In 2014, Dominic took an opportunity to set his very first Parisian exhibi¬ 
tion, ‘Elies & lies’. 

In 2016, Dominic has been working on his very first book project, via a 
crowdfunding campaign that is currently taking place

7 tried to take the Photography class my freshman year in high 
school (1987) and instead got stuck in Ceramics. I was terrible at 
Ceramics. I couldn’t get faces right with clay and almost electro¬ 
cuted myself unplugging the pottery wheel one time. 

So my foray into photography didn’t start until I was in my late 
twenties and bought my first digital camera: a Sony Cyber-Shot 
DSC-F707. I ventured onto the big online modeling web site at 
the time and was fortunate to find models willing to work with a 
complete novice, which allowed me to experiment and try some 
concept ideas. When the ideas ran out, I eventually had to just go 
out into nature with models and shoot what I could put in front of 
me. 

Since those early days, I feel my imagery has transitioned from 
just putting a model in front of a pretty background into choreo¬ 
graphing a model into a setting and either telling a story or making 
the model a seemingly-natural part of the landscape. To this day, 

I still haven’t shot in a studio and work almost exclusively with 
natural light. 

I probably spend more time researching unique places to shoot 
(I love old, deteriorating buildings or views that take your breath 
away) and will venture almost anywhere with a willing collaborator. 
I've come close to slipping into a lake, getting arrested, falling off 
a cliff, and being bitten by a snake. And I’m fine with all of that. 

The shots usually make it worth the while. 


My only caveat on semi-dangerous shoots is that I tell models if 
something happens to me, save my camera.’’

“II grew up with photographs and stories from family, sailing and 
working around the Great Barrier Reef, military and war service, 
pioneering & farming, my mum’s hitchhiking and exploring around 
New Zealand in the 1950’s. There were pictures showing the de¬ 
privations in China and Japan after WW2 as well as the fascinat¬ 
ing diversity of cultures. For some years, I travelled about Australia 
by motorcycle with a camera looking for my stories, i rediscovered 
photography, some years ago, with digital cameras and through 
interest in photojournalism. 

However, the stories that interest me now, are inspired by mo¬ 
ments of profound and mysterious beauty. There’s a concept in 
traditional Japanese aesthetics, Yu gen: an emotional experience 
too deep and powerful for words.

Will Haubert is a semi-professional photographer hailing from 
Arlington, Virginia. For a thrid of a century, he praticed law for the 
U.S. Government. 

Says Will: "I loved my law practice and I loved my cooleagues. 

But I had creative and artisltic interests that I loved even more 
- and those urges ultimately led me to retire to pursue photogra¬ 
phy" 

His transition consisted of three hours - he left his job at 4pm, 
took the subway home, and went to his first photo club meeting 
at 7. Started clicking his shutter the next day nd has never looked 
back. 

Will cut his teeth on landscape and nature photography. Along 
the way, he has won numerous competitions and awards at the 
local, regional, and national level, and was the overall Versatile 
Photographer of the Year’ for 2009 in the prestigious Northern 
Virginia Photographic Society. 

In 2011, Will discovered his passion for portraiture: 7 view 
portraiture as aspiration, as distinct from representational. Rep¬ 
resentational imagery is photojournalism - with all of its attendant 
constraints and responsibilities. In contrast, a portrait is about a 
person's soul and self-image. It’s all about who you are with all 
your flaws and faults - it’s about who you think you are and who 
you want the world to see you!" 

Will’s photography ranges from fashion to fetish, mild to wild: “My 
repertoire includes fashion, glamour, fetish, erotic, art nudes, pin¬ 
up, head shots, story-telling, and anything else creative people 
can imagine! I truly love women and love to portray their beauty. 
Beauty radiate from the soul - and that’s what I seek in my im¬ 
ages. If I do it right, a woman’s inner beauty will reveal itself to the 
lens - and to the viewer’s eye.
